If a bill introduced in the United 
States Senate on Friday becomes a 
law, the main highways of the coun­ 
try —including the Lincoln Highway— 
would 
be 
converted 
into military 
roads, under government control, and 
w ‘.h the government paying part of 
the repairs. 
The bill was introduced 
because of the damage done to high­ 
ways by the big ai my trucks. 
T ie measure, which was introduced 
by Senator John W alter Smith, 
of 
Maryland, provides that because of 
the deterioration and 
possible 
de­ 
struction of many permanently im­ 
proved highways, 
unless unusually 
large expenditures are made for their 
maintenance and repair, due to the 
government arm y 
trucks and vans, 
the Secretary of War, after an inves­ 
tigation of 
the facts, shall, 
on the 
petition of a state highway commis­ 
sion, declare 
such roads 
military 
roa Is, and the government shall then 
contribute in suitable installments its 
portion of the funds 
necessary to 
maintain the e highways 
in 
good 
condition. 
.................. 
In no ease, however, shall the fed­ 
eral government contribute more than 
tw i-thii Is of the am ount needed for 
maintenance or repair. 
N *r shall the 
amount contributed by 
the 
federal 
government ever exceed $1,000 a mile. 
I he money shall be devoted exclusive­ 
ly to tile maintenance and repairs of 
the roads arri none of it shall be de­ 
voted to construction except such as 
is made 
necessary for repairs. 
Nor shall any roads be included in 
the law which are dirt, sand or other 
culinary roads, nor already perm a­ 
nently improved. 
The sum of $20,- 
000,000 is provided for the purpose 
to be expended during the fiscal year 
beginning June 30, 1918.

A new warning 
has 
been 
issued 
i against sending unmailable 
articles 
t ) American soldiers in F’ranee. 
It 
says in part: 
“ Notwithstanding the notices tha'. 
have been issued from time to time 
warning the public against 
sen ling 
unmailable article* 
in 
packages 
to 
members of the American Kxpedilion- 
ary Force* in France, a systematic 
examination disclose* that unmailable 
articles, such as matches, alcohol, ex­ 
plosives, and inflammables, 
continue 
to be found in packages even though 
the packages themselves are marked 
by postmasters as containing no pro­ 
hibited articles. 
“ These are serious instances of vio­ 
lations of the regulations, arui 
for 
the information of senders and post­ 
masters, attention is drawn to the 
fact that it is a violation of the law 
I to knowingly place in the mails pack­ 
ages containing articles known to be 
unmailable, for which violation the 
Revised Statutes provide a penalty 
upon conviction of a fine of not more 
than $5,000 or imprisonment of not 
j more than ll) years, or both,

m atter, and they are consequently re-

“The country in 
F'ranee is

picturesque and one seldom sees any­ 
thing but stone houses.

that a traveler sees one unless he be 
in the >ervk*t> of his country. 
“ We certainly had a hard time 
sleeping in the famous French trains. 
Flight of us were placed

which was very small, 
and you can 
imagine it

sleeping on the same seat you sit on 
with no room to stretch out.

the port at which 
we 
arrived,
